all planned for

Heretofore there had been little 
indication that a stamp was be- 
ing considered for an Oregon Ter- 
ritorial Centennial since one pur- 
ported to be for the Opening of 
the Oregon Territory had been 
issued in 1936. It apparently com- 
memorated the migration to the 
territory of several missionary 
groups, the one of the American 
Board Mission led by Marcus 
Whitman and Henry Spalding be- 
coming established in 1836. The 
newly announced stamp will be 
in commemoration of the organi- 
zation of the region as a Territory 
of the United States which oc- 
curred on August 14, 1848. Orig- 
inally, the Oregon Territory in- 
cluded the states of Oregon, 
Washington, Idaho, and parts of 
Montana and Wyoming. Oregon 
pees a state on February 14, 

859.

Possibly the Oregon stamp will 
be released on August 14 in keep- 
ing with the Centennial date. It 
can also be surmised that the 
stamp will receive a first day 
of issue from several cities be- 
cause of the magnitude of the 
area covered. 

There has been some agitation 
for a number of years for a stamp 
to honor the Red Cross and its 
founder in the United States. The 
Post Office Department neglect- 
ed to take advantage of the op- 
portunity of issuing a commem- 
orative stamp in 1939 and 1944 
when the 75th and 80th Anni- 
versaries of the International Red 
Cross founding was celebrated by 
many nations of the world. The 
fact that the stamp will honor 
Clara Barton, founder of the Na- 
tional Red Cross, is an honor well 
placed, for this lady was the 
backbone and the driving force 
of the establishment of the move- 
ment in this country. (See “An- 
gel of Mercy”, Linn’s issue of 
March 1, 1948, page 6. An excel- 
lent biography of Clara Barton 
by George Hammond.) 

The stamp to commemorate the 
coming of the Swedish Pioneers 
to the Mid-West is a stamp the 
announcement of which will cause 
some eye brow raising.

While no first day city was 
named, nor a first day of issue, 
it can be expected that this stamp 
will be released to the public on 
June 4. That was the date orig- 
inally requested, and the date 
that will be the one of planned 
celebrations by various organized 
groups. Since the descendants of 
the original Swedish Pioneers 
now live in Illinois, Minnesota 
and the Dakotas, it is possible 
that several cities will have the 
first day privilege. 

Also when the issue was orig- 
inally proposed, it was asked that 
the denomination be five cents to 
cover the foreign letter rate, and 
also that it be issued in bi-color, 
There is a fine chance for the bi- 
color too, for the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing has stated 
that it was filled to capacity with 
the printing order for the Wiscon- 
sin and the Four Chaplains 
stamps which are to be released 
on May 28 and 29. If this is so, 
the only remaining press capa- 
city is the flat bed presses which 
are a relatively slow process. 

Without doubt, President Tru- 
man submitted to political pres- 
sure, for the reasons that he 
gave when he vetoed the resolu- 
tion recently seemed legitimate 
at the time. It was his contention 
that if a special stamp were is- 
sued for the citizens of Swedish 
extraction, then it would-also be 
necessary that stamps be issued 
for the former residents of other 
nations who had migrated to 
this.country and who had helped 
to build it to the fine nation that 
it is today. 

Another matter of policy was 
to have been established at the 
time of the presidential veto. This 
was the observation by the Presi- 
dent that the Postmaster General 
had the power and the ability 
to designate and to issue stamps 
for such events in which his de-

All 
extra amounts are strictly ac- 
counted for by Major Dettman, 
and kept to the credit of the col- 
lector sending it. Some coWectors 
send a fairly large deposit with 
instructions to buy certain 
amounts of all issues. Inasmuch 
as the International Money Ord- 
ers take about three months to 
arrive in Australia, money is to 
be sent in bills, and should be 
sent airmail. 

The sooner the deposits and the 
instructions reach him, the soon- 
er can he act as agent, And while 
the service is gratis, collectors 
can show their appreciation for 
the service by enclosing a few 
commems with their requests.

Helicopter Mail 
Service For Chicago 
Is Quite Probable 


A recommendation that Heli- 
copter Air Service, Inc., a Chi- 
cago group, be awarded a five 
year certificate to permit air 
transportation of mail and cargo 
—but not passengers—between 
Chicagoland communities, the 
main nd the i postoffice build- 
ing, an e city airport, was 
filed in Washington May 4, by 
Civil Aeronautics Board ed 
er Ferdinand D. Moran. The rec- 
ommendation now goes to the 
CAB for final action. 

According to Moran’s report to 
the board, such a service would 
speed mail deliveries in the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area from 18 
to 42 hours. He said also that the 
helicopter ene of air mail 
would quicken air mail move- 
ments from this area to destina- 
tions all over the world, and as- 
serted that postoffice policy is 
to make a careful trial of “every 
new facility affording a practical 
prospect tor advancing postal 
transport.” 

“Chicago is typical of other 
large American cities in that the 
time gained by rapid transporta- 
tion of much of its air mail to and 
from other cities is lost by reason 
of the distances involved and 
slow circuitous surface facilities 
between suburban points and the 
airport,” Moran wrote. 

If the CAB authorizes the serv- 
ice as recommended, Chicago will 
become the second city to have 
helicopter air mail service. Los 
Angeles has had copter air mail 
service for almost a year. 

Helicopter Air Service — 
formed in 1946 by a gro 4 ma 
naval air veterans, several busi- 
ness men, and several attorneys.

Within the next few weeks the 
U. S. Navy’s huge 160 passenger, 
double deck, Lockheed “Constitu- 
tion” airplane will be delivered 
to the Navy on its first official 
flight. The Constitution is the 
world’s largest proven land 
Transport and the largest airplane 
ever delivered to the U. S. Navy.

To commemorate this ‘historic 
event the Lockheed Stamp Club 
of the Lockheed Aircraft Corpo- 
ration is sponsoring an attractive 
cachet commemorating the deliv- 
ery of this huge airplane on the 
150th anniversary of the commis- 
sioning of the famous U. S. Navy 
Frigate Constitution (“Old Iron- 
sides.”) The club has prepared 
for collection a limited num- 
ber of exceptionally attractive 
bi-colored envelopes for the 
cachet. For those desiring to 
send in their own _ covers 
a conventional rubber’ stamp 
cachet will be used. A brief de- 
scription of the Lockheed Consti- 
tution will be supplied in all 
covers prepared by the club and 
will be added to all unsealed 
covers supplied by collectors.

As a suggestion, some collect- 
ors may wish to use two of the 3 
cent Constitution stamps or the 
15 cent air mail illustrating the 
sister ship, the Lockheed Con- 
stellation. For those desiring the 
15 cent air post stamp on the pre- 
pared covers from the Lockheed 
Stamp Club an additional 10 cents

Germans Sponsor 
Philatelic Institute 


Under the sponsorship of the 
mayor of Cottbus, Mr. Weihrauch, 
the dealers and collectors of that 
German city and the adjacent 
area have established what is to 
be known as the “Institute of 
Philately”. The aims and the serv- 
ices to be rendered have been set 
on a high plane by the interested 
parties, the intention being to 
establish a focal point for pro- 
gressive and intelligent stamp 
collecting not only for Germany 
but for the whole world. 

The program of the institute 
has been divided into several sec- 
tions, the first of which is to be 
known as the Publisher’s Section, 
and which will be responsible for 
the publication of a fortnightly 
magazine, and important hand- 
books as they are submitted by 
the Institute members. A Literary 
section will comb the available 
material for the formation of a 
library; the Lecture Section will 
gather the needed information, 
picture slides and the movies for 
the presentation of the hobby 
from the lecture’ platform. 

In special rooms for the purpose 
at the Institute, the plans call for 
the continous exhibitions of var- 
ious collections as prepared by 
the Collections section. Another 
section will be responsible for the 
determination of fraudulent 
stamps and the dissemination of 
the information about them. A 
Press section is to work with the 
daily and philatelic press of all 
countries supplying these outlets 
with the new information and 
other /philatelic news as it ap- 
pears. A Correspondence section 
will serve the Institute as the 
name implies, while a cooperation 
section working closely with the 
Correspondence group is to gain 
world wide pooling of information 
and interests. 

The single sections will join 
other sections,, according to re- 
quirments, for the accomplish- 
ment of special tasks. At the head 
of each section there will be a 
well-known philatelist who is 
familiar with the sphere in .ques- 


tion. The whole Institute of Phil-]. 


ately will be managed by a man- 
aging director to whom all the 
single sections are subordinated. 
The IP has offered this post to Dr. 
H. W. Gewande who has accepted 
it. 

The literary section, the section 
lectures, and collections have 
already started the preliminary 
work. The organization of the 
other sections is imminent. 

The head-office of the Institute 
of Philately is at Cottbus where, 
in the course of time a house of 
its own will be found for the pur- 
pose in question with offices of 
all kinds with smaller and larger 
halls for the meetings and con- 
gresses of philatelists. A radio 
will be provided also the employ- 
ment of slide projectors and a film 
projector for the demonstration 
of professional films.

mail questions. 
1. In what way did the first 
two issues of air mail stamps dif- 
fer from the later ones in the 
matter of prepaying postage on 
letters? 

2. Can you name the various 
rates that were established for 
the payment of domestic airmail 
in 1918? 


A number of collectors must 
have missed the various explana- 
tory articles that appeared in the 
philatelic press and the daily 
press in regard to the missing “S” 
in the seal on the Mississippi 
stamp. Several have written of 
this as an error that they have 
discovered. It is not an error, and 
it was known long before the 
stamp was printed. In fact, the 
printing of the stamp was held up 
until the Post Office Department 
had cleared the legitimacy of the 
spelling with the Mississippi State 
Historical Society. 


An item in the Daily News 
(New York City) was sent in by 
Neil Stack of Brooklyn. The arti- 
ele urges the POD to issue a set 
of stamps with the pictures of all 
the Presidential candidates on 
them. The idea is that all the 
backers of each candidate would 
buy them up by the thousands, 
and the POD could get out of the 
red. 


Inasmuch as there were only 
about 20,000 of the first day cov- 
ers for the 10c Canal Zone com- 
mem on April 17, isn’t this a 
rather small amount, asks Bobby 
Bozeman of Baton Rouge, La. It 
is small when one considers that 
in the United States proper first 
days usually run over 400,000, 
and that the first days for foreign 
issues run over 100,000, It wasn’t 
so long ago that even 1500 first 
day covers from the Canal Zone 
was considered very good! 





A commemorative cover bear- 
ing the special postmark and can- 
cellation used by the POD to cele- 
brate Navy Day on April 30, and 
having a nice cachet was received 
from H. A. Nestor of Grafton, 
W. Va. Covers bearing slogan 
postmarks and different kinds of 
cancellations make a nice collec- 
tion, and they are not too expen- 
sive to get either since they can 
be culled from the daily mail. 
Only exception is when they are 
special for one day or so as the 
one above, then it costs a stamp 
and an envelope and some extra 
effort.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


Those fancy borders and pictures 
on bonds and postage stamps 
aren’t just for decoration. These 
are used to foil counterfeiters. Up 
until 1869, a number of the 
stamp designs featured lathe 
work, those fine intricate lines 
enmeshed with each other in var- 
ious patterns. After the lines are 
once made on the master die, it 
is impossible to duplicate them 
no matter how skilled the work- 
man, nor how accurate the ma- 
chine, Since that time, the POD 
has found iess need to protect its 
stamps in this manner, although 
it still retains the engraving 
method for recording the designs. 

When one remembers that all 
the stamps ever issued in this 
country except the 1847’s and the 
other series up to 1860 are all 
valid for the prepayment of post- 
age, that makes a lot of stamps 
that could be counterfeited. In 
foreign countries, say for instance 
Switzerland which is noted for 
the beauty of its stamps, they 
state that a stamp is good for 
only so many months, and after 
that time it will not be valid for 
postage. 


The famous 5c and 10c stamps 
oi 1847 were declared invalid 
for the payment of postage on 
July 1, 1851, although covers from 
various towns are known on 
which these stamps were used for 
postage after that date. Owing to 
the Civil War, stamps and stamp- 
ed envelopes in current use or 
available for postage in 1860, 
were demonetized by various post 
office orders, beginning in Aug- 
ust 1861, and extending to the 
early part of January 1862. 

A reasonable time after hostili- 
ties began in 1861 was given for 
the return to the Department of 
all these (1851-57) stamps in the 
hands of the postmasters, and as 
early as 1863 the Department is- 
sued an order declining to no 
longer redeem them. 








Who first started the idea of 
collecting plate numbers, and how 
did they come to command such 
a premium, asks Barnett Stepak 
of Bayonne, N. J. It would be 
hard to pin the idea on any one 
individual, since it seems that 
plate mumbers were regarded 
with a speculative eye from the 
time that they were first used by 
the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. For a while, collectors 
saved them in strips which bore 
the mumber, and the imprint of 
the Bureau father than in blocks, 
or plate number singles, 

In this day and age the popu- 
lar taste calls for plate blocks. It 
should be remembered that un- 
less you have a plate block of six 
of a ffat plate issue, you do not 
have a legitimate one. The rotary 
press printings allow for blocks 
of four with the plate number at- 
tached. The extra value comes 
from the fact that say out of a 
pane of 50 stamps (commem size) 
there are only four stamps that 


can be used for the plate num-]| 


ber. In a pane of regular postage 
stamps (100 stamps) only one 
block out of a possible 25 has a 
plate number. The plate blocks 
are not priced 24 times higher 
than an ordinary block even 
though. they are that much scar- 
cer. They are usually priced, for 
the modern issues, about  one- 
fifth higher than an_ ordinary 
block. 

1. The first two issues of 
stamps for airmail usage, Scott 
C1 to C6 were also usable for 
regular postage, which the ones 
after that are not. They didn’t 
even carry the word ‘Airmail” 
except C5 which had it as an in- 
cidental part of the design. 

2. The airmail rates for do- 
mestic postage is given per ounce, 
and was effective between the 
dates given as follows: 

24c—May 15, 1918 (actually the 
first airmail stamp, and used on 
the first route between New 
York, Philadelphia and Washing- 
ton. The fee included immediate 
individual delivery). 

16c—July 15, 1918 (rate of post- 
age was reduced to 16c for the 
first ounce, and 6c for each ad- 
ditional ounce, and which includ- 
ed immediate delivery. 

6c—December 15, 1918 (rate 
reduced by the Postmaster Gen- 
eral’s order of November 30, 
1918).

partment found merit. This state- 
ment was provoked by the num- 
ber of requests that have been in- 
troduced into Congress calling for 
the issuance of commemorative 
postage stamps for many events, 
most of which were of no nation- 
al importance or significance. 

It was stated that Congressmen 
were submitting to pressure from 
their home districts much of it 
selfish and ill-advised. 

Several associations whose 


f*| memberships are composed of the 


descendants of the Swedish Pio- 
neers who moved to the Mid-West 
have been quite active in their 
efforts to have a stamp issued to 
celebrate the Centennial. The 
bulk of these people now live in 
Illinois, Minnesota and the Da- 
kotas and consequently the Con- 
gressmen from these states have 
been active in behalf of a com- 
memorative stamp. A good deal 
of the promotional work on the |t 
stamp in Washington was spear- 
headed by Rep. Twyman (R., Il.) 

The stamp for the 100th Anni- 
versary of the Arrival of the Five 
Civilized Tribes in Oklahoma has 
been under consideration for 
some time. Interested persons in 
Oklahoma have been lobbying 
for such a stamp for at least two- 
years. With the announcement of 
this stamp, Oklahoma will have 
two stamps from within its bord- 
ers this year. The first the Will 
Rogers from Claremore, and this 
new one from Muskogee. 

The stamp to commemorate the 
100 Years of Peace and Coopera- 
tion between the United States 
and Canada will be the one hailed 
gleefully by the collectors and 
the citizens of both countries. Too 
long has this “good neighbor- 
liness” gone unrecognized phil- 
atelically. No doubt a lot of In- 
ternational meetings will be in- 
spired with the issuance of this 
stamp over and above those that 
take place regularly now. It is 
quite possible that Canada will 
reciprocate the compliment with 
the issuance of a stamp also. 


The last serious friction be- 


v.| tween the two countries, and it 


was not one in which armed for- 
ces were involved was in con- 
nection with the setting of the 
boundaries of the Oregon Terri- 
tory and Canada. This involved 
the use of that famous slogan, 
“Fifty-four forty, or fight”. The 
Americans asked that the boun- 


tf|daries be established at 54° 40’ of 


Latitude. The British would not 
agree. Cool heads on both sides 
considering the business inter- 
ests and the nationality of the 
settlers living there finally set 
Latitude. 
This is the same Oregon Territory 
for which a stamp has been an- 
nounced. 

Other news from Washington 
is to the effect that the Post Of- 
fice Department has announced 
that the color of the Four Chap- 
lains stamp will be black. This 
is the stamp that is to go on sale 
at Washington, D. C. on May 28 
in honor of the four chaplains 
who lost their lives in one of the 
most heroic examples of self sac- 
rifice recorded in the war. This 
color will be quite appropriate in 
view of the commemoration 
There have been very few stamps 
printed in black, that.have not 
made an excellent appearance.

in the flight, the number of orders 
far exceeded expectations. In or- 
der to fill all of the requests 
which arrived by the deadline of 
March 13, it was necessary to use 
light-weight envelopes for most 
of the covers. Part of these are 


(20|regular envelopes, and the re- 


er are air-mail envelopes, 
with a 2c stamp in addition to 
the Centennial. 

Between dawn and noon on 
eight rockets, 
each eleven feet long, three inch- 
es in ter, with mail com- 
partments built into their ply- 
wood guiding fins roared over 
the glistening expanse of Searles 

y Lake in the Mojave Desert, 
use of which had been granted by 
the American Potash and Chemi- 
cal Corporation. The launching 
rack was erected in Inyo County, 
and the rockets were fired into 
San Bernardino County, in the 
postal jurisdiction of Trona. 

Of the eight rockets launched, 
seven made perfect flights, at- 
taining speeds of 400 miles per 
hour, altitude of about half a 
mile and an average distance of 
about a mile. One rocket explod- 
ed from a faulty tube a second 
after leaving the launching rack, 
but its cargo of 600 letfers was 
undamaged. The flights were 
photographed by both newspaper 
and newsreel cameramen from 
most national agencies. 

When the mail was retrieved 
and delivered to Trona Postmast- 
er John B. MacPherson, it was 
found that he had not been in- 
formed of the clearance of the 
special stamps by United States 
Attorney James M. Carter, but 
was still working under an earlier 
directive forbidding his accept- 
ance of the letters stamped in 
this way. Society officials prompt- 
ly began to contact government 
agencies and individuals, includ- 
ing Senator Sheridan Downey of 
California. After more than two 
weeks, the Post Office Depart- 
ment lifted the ban which had 
barred the letters from regular 
postal channels, and the 4200 
covers were postmarked at Trona, 
California, on Apri: 17, 1948. The 
Society had previously cancelled 
the rocket stamp. 

It is Soleeed: that the eight 


rockets, carrying 4200 covers, con- 
stitute the largest rocket mail 
flight ever held. Of the many 


rocket mail flights held both in 
the United States and Europe 
since 1931, the largest previous 
flight was held from McAllen, 
Texas, to Reynosa, Mexico, on 
July 2, 1936. Six rockets were 
fired, carrying a total of nearly 
2000 covers. 

The rocket mail stamps pre - 
pared by the society were print- 
ed in blue, and were both per- 
forated and imperforated. They 
were made up in blocks’ of four, 
bordered with a designation of 
their origin, use, and date of the 
flight. 

The Reaction Research Society, 
with headquarters at 3262 Cas- 
ters Avenue Glendale 8, Califor- 
nia, is a non-profit rocket re- 
search organization. The Society 
held this flight to stimulate in- 


rockets as long range mail car- 
riers, Society technicians declar- 
ed that this flight, and the others 
which have been made in the past, 
are forerunners of future rocket 
mail between cities as: far apart 
as Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco. 

The rocket mail flight was held 
at the fifth anniversary of the 
Society’s founding, and proceeds 
realized from the flight will be 
used to further Society research. 
The main Society project at the 
present time is concerned with the 
development of a _ high-altitude 
meteorological rocket. This pro- 
ject has been named = “Project 
Goddard” in remembrance of Dr. 
Robert H. Goddard, American 
rocket pioneer. 

The Society has held one other 
rocket mail flight, on June 28, 
1947, from Winterhaven, Cali- 
fornia, across the Colorado River 
to Yuma, Arizona. Two rockets 
were fired, one of which exploded, 
while the other arrived safely 
with its cargo of 300 letters.

ing is much better, on the aver- 
age, than for most current rev- 
enue stamps. Occasional gum- 
creases are found. 

The blue $200 stamp is issued 
in booklets, four to a page. The 
serial number appears on the page 
and on the stamp, and the buyer’s 
name and other data are entered 
in the book opposite the number 
of the stamp he has bought. These 
stamps are bought almost en- 
tirely by manufacturers. The four 
stamps all have a straight edge 
at the right, and the top and bot- 
tom ones have top and bottom 
straight edges, as well. The serial 
numbers are still quite low, re- 
flecting the scarcely surprising 
fact that not many of these 
stamps have been bought. Book 
Number 31 is currently available 
for sale in Washington, and three 
stamps out of this have been 
sold to collectors. The centering 
of these stamps is, pretty good. 
Since not many machine-guns are 
sold to individuals, it seems un- 
likely that many of these stamps 
will come on the market for users. 
Both the $1 and the $200 
stamps may be bought over the 
counter or by mail in any quan- 
tity by private collectors, for face 
value, from the Bureau of Inter- 
nal Revenue, Office of the Deputy 
Collector, Room 1002, Internal 
Revenue Building, 12th Street and 
Constitution Avenue, Washing- 
ton 25, D. C. Some local Reven- 
ue Offices also have these stamps. 
The writer has been unable to 
locate any Governmental supply 
of the old-style, surcharged ones; 
these have been presumably ex- 
hausted some time ago.

Firearms Transfer Stamps

In order to meet the demands for stamps when the 1934 law 
was enacted, the Bureau had some of the current $1 revenue stamps 
overprinted “National Firearms Act” until the definitive issue 
could be prepared. These stamps became obsolete later in this same 
year (1934) when the current green stamp appeared; although it 
was possible to buy them at various offices for some time thereafter. 
Few collectors knew about this new issue, so comparatively few of 
the surcharged stamps came into®

airmails. It has taken 2 years to produce these 8. They don’t come out very often because it costs $12,000.00 to finance one 
Page, excluding all advertising. On that I have spent some $20,000.00 to date and eventually the sum of half a million 
dollars will. go out for advertising. Why not? These will become one of the greatest artistic series in world art history. 
Philately will certainly not suffer because of their existence.
